BUILT IN ADAY ALONG THE LINE OF THE 
| WATER CONDUIT, 
Homes of Hundreds of Laborers Whe Are 
Employed on the Great Subterranean 
Water-Way Between Bisse!l’e Point and 
Wilsen’s Chain of Rocks--The General 
Store Ne Chance for Yellow Jack to 
Obtain a Foothold in This City-Commis- 
‘siener Murphy's Report - Municipal 


Notes. 


The scene along the line of the proposed 
conduit from the Chain of Rocks to the new 


| water-works is just now a very lively one. 


The work of bullding the primary embank- 
ment on which the brick conduit is to be 
built is being pusbed along rapidly so as 


to allow the filied-in parts to settle as much as 


possible before the masonry is put on. Itis 
absolutely necessary that the embankment be 
perfectly firm before the work begins, as the 
grade will be very slight andthe fall almost 
imperceptibie.- A sinking of any portion of 
the foundations would throw the whole thing 
out of line, cause a good deal of troubie and 
put the city to a great expense for repairs. 
About a mile of the empankment, which 
when all done will be between seven and 
eight miles long, ie now being built. The 
laborers are camped out in picturesque fash- 
ion in tents all along the line of the works, 
moving their homes and possessions along as 
the work progresses. There is a regular army 
ot them. They form a little town of their own. 


One or two of the more enterprising ones have 
started stores or sapply shops, which they 
of their wives and children 


leave in ch 
these places a few of the 


while at work. as 
necessaries of life 
ordinary wearing apparel can be purch by 
the laborers. One of the tents contains an 
impromptu saloon, the fixtures being a table, 
several glasses and a beer keg. 

There are about two hundred teams at work 
onthe embankmentat presentfor dragging 
the scrapers and — the dirt from the 
nigh places which are being cutdown to the 
lower places which are ing filledup. A 
steam scraper or digger is kept at work all 
the time, doing the work of a large num- 
ber of men. Aside from the machine 
and horse scrapers there are several hundred 
laborers with spades and picks digging out 
the elevations and filling up the wagons. 

The work on the primary embankment will 
be completed ina few days, when it will be 
left to settle until the rest of the work is in 
shape to ahead with. The cost of the em- 
bankment is estimated at $85,000 which 
is only A small part of the 
expense of the construction of the conduit, 
which will be a masterpiece in ite way when 
completed, as culverts will have to be cut 
through and built so as not to cut off 
the drainage from either side, bridges will 
have to be built at several points where streets 
intersect the work and a number of details 
connected with the operation of the conduits 
such as man holes, valves, cut-offs, water 
gates looked after. Bids for the masonry and 
other work will be advertised for shortly and 
then the real work will begin. 


No Fever Here. 


The yellow fever epidemic in the South has 
a very poor chance of ever getting a hold on 
St. Louis, in the opinion of the health autbori- 
ties. Dr. Lowry of the Health Department 


said this morning: ‘‘We are perfectly safe 
from any invasion by the contagion, as all 
of the infected regions in the South 
are in quarantine, and no one not properly 
certified can get out of there. A case or two 
might slip out and get here before it could be 
discovered, but even then it could do no 
harm, as the sanitary condition of the city is 
not calculated to encourage yellow fever in 
the least. Besides, the weather is not at ail 
favorable for the spread of the disease. 
If a case or two should get in the 
would be hustied down to the quarantine an 
completely cut off from any communication 
with the city. If any signe should develop in- 
dicating that more cases were being brought 
in a quarantine would be immediately es- 
tablished and no one could get in town 
without first —— inspection and being 
put through the regular process of fumiga- 
tion and disinfection. This late in the season 
there is little to fear from a yellow fever epi- 
demic as the first frost always kills it off and 
stops the spread of the disease.

Johnson, the largest colored woman in this 
country, weighing 89 pounds, died here Mon- 
day night at her boarding-house, the door- 
ways of which had been especiaily enlarged 
for her benefit. She was called ‘‘Big Winnie,’’ 
andshe had been exhibited as ‘‘the fattest 
woman in the world’’ for the last ten years. 


Fatty degeneration of the heart caused her 
death. She was born in Kentucky, and asa 
child gave no signs of attaining any unusual 
size. At the early age of 15 «he married a ool- 
ored man by the name of Johnson. When she 


was about 2 years of age she began 
to grow arge, as ev ear 
added to her age 0 did it to ‘bie — 


She was the mother of ten children, five sons 
and five daughters. She always traveled in a 
baggage car fitted upfor her accommodation, 
as she could not pass through the door of an 
ordinary car. 

The funeral took place yesterday afternoon. 
The coffin was five feet eleven inches in 
length, three feet eight inches in width and 
three feet two inches deep. The room in 
which she died is in the rear ofastore and a 
show window had to be removed so that the 
huge coffin and its weighty contents could be 
hoisted through by a derrick. Fourteen men 
acted as pall bearers, and they had all they 
could do to shove the dead giantess into her 
final resting place.

Ninety 
per cent of these tents are leaky, and, as it 
has been raining heavily for three days, last 
night every ane was about as miserable as 
possible. The food is fair, but the cooking 
wretched, and the dinjng accommodations are 
not halt sufficient.

There is a very large 
crowd of low negroes. in camp and 
loud complaints are made of their

LOST IN TRANSIT, 


Another Big Mail Robbery Between New 
York and Chicago. 


NEw YORE, September 5.—An afternoon pa- 
per says: There has been another mail rob- 
bery between this city and Chicago. Very 
few facts are known about it, and as usual, 
the post-office officials in this city claim to be 
ignorant about the details. On Friday after- 
noon Blake Bros. & Oo. mailed to their 


agents in Chicago three notes for $5,000 each. 
They were sent in the ordinary malland were 
not registered. Mr. Brown, a member of the 
firm ot Blake Bros. & Co., when asked about 
the loss to-day said that the notes 
were mailed about 4 o’clock on 
Friday afternoon with hundreds of other 
letters. As the letters did not 
reach their destination he had concluded to 
advertise the loss so that the notes could not 
be negotiated. 

Postmaster Pearson said that he had no rec- 
ord of any complaint about the loss of the 
notes, notwithstanding the fact that Mr. 
Brown claims to have sent in a notice of his 
loss yesterday. 

While the reporter was investigating the loss 
of Blake Bros. & Co.’s letters, he learned that 
a number of other merchants have lost let 
ters, and, strange to say, all the missing 
letters were mailed at the New York 
Post-office on Thursda afternoon and 
Friday. At the Grand Central Station to- 
day a clerk, who is in the employ of 
the rallway mail service, said that he had 
heard that a valuable mail pouch was missing 
along the line between Albany and Chicago, 
and that it was supposed to have passed 
through the New York Post-office about Fri- 
day. In this pouch would be placed letters from 
this city to Chicago and other Western towns. 
Several employes in the railway mail service 
were seen. While the Postmaster was 
ignorant of the loss of a pouch they seemed 
to know all about it. Why, said one of 
the men, ‘‘that is stale news to us. A through 
pouch is missing between Albany and Chicago, 
and we have known ot the loss for several 
days.

A TRAGIC MYSTERY. 


John Whitford Murdered and Piaced on a 
Railroad Track to Be Mangled. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcen. 

NORWICH, Conn., September 5.—The body 
of John Whitford of Paachang, Town of Gris- 
wold, well-known, well-liked, and without an 
enemy so far as known, was found on the 
Jewett City bridge yesterday morning. He 
had been murdered and his body placed onthe 
track to be mangled. Whitford was last seen 
alive Monday morning by his wife and family. 
Aathe track walker of the Norwich & Worces- 
ter Railroad crossed the bridge at Jewett City 
at daybreak, he stumbled over an obstruction 
on the foot boards beside the track. 
The man struck a maten and 
lying upon the narrow boards 
and mangled almost beyond recognition, the 
body of John Whitford. Both legs were miss- 
ing, one hand had been chopped off at the 
wrist, and the head was badly’crushed. At 
first it was supposed to be a case of accidental 
killing, and the Coroner was sent for. He 
found overthe hearta peculiar cut abeut an 
inch wide, and apparently made by a sharp, 
flat knife. Death had been instantaneous. 


There was no blood on the wood-work of the 


bridge, and Whitford had undoubtedly been 
waylaid and murdered. is dy was then 
carried tothe old covered bridge and paced 
upon the track, where a passing tra ad 
mangled it. 

Jewett City is a thriving mill village ten 
miies north of Norwich.

There is great excitement in the 
village. Whitford was an inoffensive and 
well-to-do laborer, sober and industrions.

Tux DARING YOUNG PLUNGER sTILL 


CLAIMS TO BEIN THE BING. 


While a Heavy Loser He Still Has Enough | 


Left to Bet Now and Then—His Bank 
Account—Hlow Proctor Knott Won—The 
$10,000 Guarantee at Hartford—Sporting 
Matters—Base Ball Gossip. 


The report which gained circulation Sunday 
around New York that ‘‘Pittsburg Phii,’’ the 
plunger, had lost all his money and had 
turned imbecile from the strain created much 
talk in turf circles. Tne Pittsburg Dispatch 
undertook to look the matter up and found 
that the report was a trifie exaggerated. That 
paper says: A call was made at **Phil’s’’ 
home, No. 150 Irwin avenue, Allegheny, last 
night, by arepresentative of this paper. His 
parents and brothers reside in one of the most 
comfortable three-story brick houses on the 
street, a residence Phu!“ purchased for his 
mother some time last year. When asked if 
George was at home his mother expressed 
some surprise, and replied that he had not 
been in the city for over two weeks. She was 
then told thatthe information had been tel- 
egraphed from New York that George was 
sick and that his family had visited the 
metropolis and taken him away. , 

„That is certainly incorrect, was her re- 
ply. No one in our family has been to New 
York of late, and this is the first intimation I 
have had that anything was wrong with 
George. I received a letter from him afew 
days ago and he was well at that time. We 
bave been expecting him home some time 
within the next three weeks, and his brother 
Will has been making arrangements for a 
social gathering of some of their young 
friends here one evening during his stay. 
Will has also arranged to go to Washington 


and Baltimore with him, and their plans are 
all made. Dear me, I wonder if anything has 
bappened to him,’’ and it was evident that the 
statement of the reporter concerning her 
son’s alleged illness was news to her. 

During further conversation she expressed 
the belief that had there been anything wrong 
with George, she would have heard of it. 
‘*Phil’s’’ brother William was not at home at 
the time of the reportoriai visit, but be is in 
the city and bas been forsome weeks. During 
several weeks of the racing season he was in 
the East with Phil, but returned before the 
second Monmouth meeting. 

HE MUST BE LOSER. 

Some time age ‘‘Phil’’ told a friend that he 
was loser on the season at that time between 
$22,000 and $25,000, and the facts were 
published in these columns. Fh“ de. 
nied this toa New York reporter later, but 
there is not much doubt about his bav- 
ing met with some heavy reverses of fortune. 
Sam Mignerey, who was with ‘‘Phil’’ a great 
portion of last season, gives it as his opinion 
that **Phil’’ must have quit $100,000 better off 
than when he started. When Mignerey saw 
the statement that Phil!“ was $25, loser this 
summer, be remarked that he could go three 
times more for the same amount before they 
would have him broke. Mignerey was East 
several weeks this summer. and on his return 
he told the writer that ‘‘Phil’’ was a greatly 
changed man. Last summer,’’ said Mig- 
nerey, his most intimate friends did not know 
what he was going to play inarace. He kept 
his business to himeelf,and when he gut ready 
to do business he would go quietly to the bet- 
ting quarters and do it. 

‘*] was astonished when I got to Monmonth 
this summer to find bim surrounded by a lot 
of young bloods, and every bet he made was 
known to every one in the least anxious to 
find out where his money was going. He was 
not the same ‘Phil’ by any means that he was 
the year before. 

The report concerning the young plunger’s 
mental condition is not credited about town, 
as four or five persons have seen him within 
two weeks, and they noticed no particular 
change in hismanner. It is not generaliy be- 
lieved here that his losses foot up to anywhere 


near $75, 000. 
„H“ TALKS. 


‘*Phil’’ was looked up by a New York WORLD 
reporter Sunday who queried as to the truth 
of the statement that be was in trouble. The 
WORLD says: 

„Do Llook like an imbecile?’’ he asked, and 
nodded approval when he got a prompt nega- 
tive to his question. ‘‘Phii’’ did not look in 
the least out of health. He was the same 
quietly dressed, modest-looking young man 
who has become in the past year or two 80 
conspicuous a figure on many American race- 
tracks. He was vexed at the report gaining 
currency, not on his own account, but de- 
cause it would worry his friends, and partic- 
ularly his mother at home in Pittsburg. 

It is true that ‘‘Phil’’ bas lost money this 
year, and bis tally sheet up to date shows that 
he is a trifle less than $15,000 behind, but bis 
bank accounts still swell to the tune of 
$150,000, and he is ready to lay a thou- 
sand wherever he can see his way to a chance 
of gain. On Saturday be came out $3,000 
ahead on his ventures, made mostly on the 
races ofthe Niagara course. He is a young 
man of no bad habits, keeps his head at ali 
times eights clear and square on his 
shoulders, and is ready to back his opinion of 
a field of horses to a good round sum.

Such 
a report would free him from acrowd of tip- 
grubbers and followers who would chase him 
about and try to crowd in their own littie bets 
wherever he bad placed his money. A man 
who has the reputation of being a sure winner 
is pestered to death by these small fry, while
